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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on October 25, 2004 in which 
applicant amends claims 1, 8, 9, 18, and 22, and responds to the claim rejections. Claims 1-6, 8- 
18, 20-36, 38-42, 57-58, 60-67, and 69-71 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-6, 8-12, and 61-66, drawn to a game console having a hard disk drive 
that boots into a graphical interface having game, movie, and music menu 
options, classified in class 715, subclass 700. 

II. Claims 13-17 and 67, drawn to a game console having a hard disk drive that boots 
the game console and stores data associated with the game console wherein the 
processor receives and executes a video game, classified in class 713, subclass 1. 

III. Claims 18, 20-21, 22-35, 57-58, 60, and 69-71, drawn to a hard disk drive that 
boots into a console application wherein the hard disk drive stores game data such 
that the data associated with one application is inaccessible to the other 
applications, classified in class 711, subclass 100. 

IV. Claims 36 and 38-42, drawn to a method for retrieving a list of recently used 
nicknames in a game console and allowing a user to select a nickname from the 
list or create a new nickname, classified in class 463, subclass 1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as personal computer.

6. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a personal 
computer. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

7. Inventions II and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II has separate utility such as a personal 
computer. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

8. Inventions III and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
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separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility such as a memory 
management system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
